Banks, Railways, 
and Millers Look 
for Record 


The banks, the millera, the harvest 
machinery manufacturers, the transpor- 
tation interests, are all looking forward 
to the farmers of Canada making a 
record in the matter of the country’s 


total wheat crop this year. The banks 
lend money on the crope and they are 
preparing to lend generously this year. 
The millers grind wheat into flour and 
they are expecting to keep their mills 
working overtime this year. The trans- 
portation companies handle the crop and 
they are increasing their rolling stock 
and fleets of vessels this year. 

In connection with the harvest out- 
look an important announcement was 
made this week that intereste closely 
identified with the Canadian Cereal and 
Milling Company, has purchased the 
International Milling Company and that 
a holding company was about to be for- 
med which would direct the affairs of 
both companies; Mr. J. D. Flavelle, the 
president of the former organization is 
spoken of as the president of the new 
company. Both the Cereal and .Milling 
Company and the International Milling 
Compaty stand high financially and com- 
mercially and the joining of the two will 
have no little effect on the handling of 
this year’s crop. The Cereal Company's 
mills are all located in Ontario, namely 
at Tillsonburg, Linsay, Toronto, London, 
Fergus, Woodstock, Ayr, (taltand High- 
gate, and have a combined capacity of 
over 3,500 barrels per day of flour rolled 
oats and oatmeal. The International,- as 
its name implies, has mills on both sides 
of the boundary, fonr in the United 
States and one at Moose Jaw. It was 
founded in 18% by Mr. F. A. Bean of 
New Prague, Minnesota, Walls and Biue 
Earth, Minnesota, and at Davenport, 
Iowa, and at Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan. 
In making these expansions not a dollar 
outside of the actual earnings of the or- 
ganization has been spent. This year the 
International is enlarging the Moose Jaw 
mill, erecting a rolled oats mill at the 
same place and acquiring a string of el- 
evators throughout the west. The new 
combination is in very able hands finan- 
cially, It is understood thatthe diree- 
tors of the new holding company will be 
chosen from both the International and 
the Cereal Companies’ boards, It is also 
understood that A, J. Nesbitt, manage- 
ing director of the Investment Trust Com- 
pany Limited carried through the negot- 
iations which led to the combination be- 
ing formed,

U.S, FOR RECIPROCITY’ 


AGREEMENT 1S SUPPORTED BY 
A BIG MAJORITY 


The Reciprocity Agreement Passed 
the U. S. Mouse of Representatives | 
by a Vote of 265 to 89—Agreement 
Was Opposed by a Majority of the. 
Republicans, but Was Supported 
by Almost Solid Democratic Vote. | 


Washington, D, C.—President Taft’s | 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, sup- 
ported by all but a handful of Demo- 
crats and opposed by a majority of 
the Republicans, passed the house of| 
representatives by a vote of 265 to 89. 
With nearly 200 Democrats in control | 
and their action endorsed by a large! 
body of the Republicans, the bill . to 
put the agreement in force was adopt- 
ed with no amendments, and in al-! 
most the identical form in which. it| 
passed the house in the last session 
preceding this session. 

The bill seeks to put into effect the 
formal agreement reached between} 
President Taft and the members of; 
the Canadian cabinet for a reduction | 
of tariff rates on many .articles and | 
free trade in many others across. the| 


Canadian border. Added to it by 
the Democratic leaders is a section 
which “authorizes and requests” 


President Taft to make further efforts 
to secure still freer trade relations 
with Canada in the form of additional 
reciprocal relations. 

The passage of the bill marked the 
close of a fight that had raged in the 
house for six days. During that time 
the safety of the measure was at no} 
time threatened, but the Democratic; 
and Republican leaders working for 
its passage conceded all the oppor-| 
tunity desired by its opponents for 
debate and protest against it. Follow- 
ing the same policy, amendments 
were admitted in the house for almost 
every section of the bill and in each 
case they were rejected by an over- 
whelming vote, given by the friends 
of the measure on both sides of the 
house on the theory that any amend- 
ment would nullify it. 

Ten Democrats voted against the 
bill on passage, while 197 Democrats

of the Republicans were against it, a 
party vote being 67 for, and 78 op- 
posed. ,

LONDON POST IS ALARMED 


Thinks That We Should Have Battle- 
ships in the Lakes—U. S. Very 
Threatening 
London.—The Morning Post in an 
editorial on the work of the coming 
conference suggests that the commit- 
tee on imperial defence take the op- 
portunity to discuss how to meet the 
American naval menace on the Great 
Lakes. The Post declares that it does 
not matter that these vessels are 
called training ships; their presence 
is a violation of the Rush-Bagot treaty 
and a standing menace to Canadian 
independence. It would be _ better 
from the British standpoint, says the 
paper, to let the Americans denounce 
the treaty if they do not wish to abide 

by its terms. 

Finally, The Post pronounces’ the 
postponement. of the Lord Mayor’s 
meeting in support of the arbitration 
treaty until the American government 
has given an earnest of its good faith 
by dismantling its navy on the Great 
Lakes in accordance with the existing 
peace treaty. 


Big C.N.R. Land Sale 


Winnipeg.—Particulars of the larg- 
est sale of Canadian Northern lands 


that has been’ made this year and the 
largest ever made in Canada ‘have just 
been given out. An English syndi- 
cate has purchased for cash several 
blocks in the vicinity of Melfort, Tis- 
dale. Lake Lenore and Wadena, in 
Saskatchewan, amounting in all to 
about 125,000 acres. The quality of 
the land is first class and the price 
is annroximately $1,800,000. This is 


the first investment made by the syn- 


dicate in western Canada, and the 
first party of British settlers who will 
help to occupy these farms is now on 
the way to this country. A sale of 
20,000 acres in Swan River district in 
Manitoba to parties of American in- 
vestors is also reported by Davidson 
& McRae, general agents here. 


More Protection From Accidents 

Ottaa, Ont.—Two imrortant mat- 
ters affecting the operation of rail- 
roads and protection of their employ- 
ees from accident will be considered 
by the railway commission at its sit- 
ting in Ottawa on May 2. 

They are in the nature of two gen- 
eral inquiries. The first concerns ac- 
cidents to railway employees due to 
their falling off tenders of locomo- 
tives. There have been a number of 
such accidents of late, and some 
means of protection will probably be 
enforced. 

The other question is concerning 
the protection of main track switches 
and the adoption of adequate block 
systems by the roads. The evidence 
of a general nature will be heard con- 
cerning both. 


Immigration to Western Canada 

Winnipeg. — Interviewed, Bruce 
Walker, Dominion immigration agent, 
made the prediction that the number 
of immigrants to Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and British Columbia this year 
would’ total 175,000. This prediction 
is based on the figures last year for 
which increase is allowed pro rata to 
the number already landed in the 
west, compared with the correspond- 
ing period of 1910. 


Six Trains a Week 
Calgary.—A six-night train service 
on May 
1 from Calgary north, and on Tuesday, 
May 2, from Strathcona south, There 
will be no train from Calgary north 
on Saturday nights, and none from 
Strathcona south on Sunday night. 

On Monday morning, at 1 o'clock, 
the first train leaves Calgary for the 
and the first train leaves 
Strathcona on Tuesday morning at 1 
o'clock.

POINTERS FOR CANADA, 


WILL SUPPLY INFORMATION TO 
THE DOMINION 


Appointment of a Responsible Minis- 
ter to Travel Through Dominion 
and Overseas, is Urged in British 
House of Commons—Hon. Lewis 
Harcourt Makes Important State- 
ment Regarding Foreign Policy. 


London.—In the commons Hon. W 
E. Guinness moved ‘That this house 
is of the opinion that discussion of 
the international situation should be 
added to the programme of the im- 
perial conference’ and urged the ap- 
pointment of a responsible minister 
to travel through the Dominion and 
overseas. He also suggested that each 
of the dominions should have an im- 
perial minister. If the foreign office 
had been in closer touch with the 
dominions they might have been 
brought into previous consultation on 
the Declaration of London. The col- 
onies are now finding themselves in 
touch on many points with foreign na- 
tions. Some are providing their own 
fleets, and it is certain that in the fu- 
ture there will be an inclination to 
stand more on. their own. Unless 
they are consulted freely on matters 
of foreign policy, serious differences 
of opinion might arise. 

Hon. W. Ormsby-Gore seconded the 
motion, urging the necessity of knit- 
ting close a world wide empire for 
the purpose of defence. What was 
suggested was that before the confer- 
ence discussed the motion of Aus- 
tralia for co-operation in the imperial 


;navy and the dominions’ navies, the 


dominion premiers be instructed by 
the foreign secretary of the foreign 


policy of the mother country and its 
relation to the naval policy. 

Rt, Hon. Alfred Lyttleton asked 
whether the under-secretary would 


give a pledge that the premier and 
foreign secretary would meet the re- 
presentatives of the dominions to ex- 
plain the lines of the foreign policy 
and take the visitors’ opinions on it 

Rt. Hon. Lewis Harcourt said: “It 
had always been the intention to take 
them into consultation. We shall 
withhold no information they desire, 
and will proffer them al] the useful 
knowledge that may be of service to 
them in the great service they have 
to perform, but shall do so in absolute 
secrecy, and I must warn the house 
that we cannot be liable when we are 
asked what information we have given 
and on what subjects. It has always 
been our intention to summon these 
prime ministers to the meeting or 
meetings of the committee on imperial 
defence. Of that committee, of which 
the prime minister is president, and 
many ministers, including myself, are 
members, will meet in secrecy and 
will be able to receive that informa- 
tion, and probably more than that 
which has been suggested even by de- 
bates in the house,” 

Guinness thanked the government 
for the announcement and withdrew 
the motion. 


Technical Commission Busy 

Ottawa, Ont—Prof. J. M. Robert- 
son, chairman of the rov#l commis- 
sion unon technical training and. in- 
dustrial education, has cabled to Hon 
Meckenzie King, minister of labor, ta 
the effect thet the members of the 
commission have been presented by 
Lord Strathcona to the Right Hon 
Lewis Harcourt, secretary of state for 
the colonies, and that they have re- 
ceived an assurance from the colonial 
secretary of the cordial assistance of 
the government of Great Britain in 
their endeavors to secure all the in- 
formation which they require, not 
only in the United Kingdom and Tre- 
land but also so far as possible on the 
continent of Europe. 


United States and Mexico 

Washington. — There are 70,000 
American citizens scattered through- 
out Mexico, the majority of them are 
living in small mining settlements In 
sparsely settled districts, away from 
the protecting rim of the Mexican gov- 
ernment. Any act of the U. 8. gov- 
ernment which would inflame public 
sentiment in Mexico would seriously 
endanger the lives and property of 
these Americans. This is in brief the 
real situation which President Taft 
and the national administration face. 
It is no time for jingoism. 


Certain Destruction of French Column 
Paris.—A despatch to the Matin, 
from Tangiers says that the situation 
of Captain Dremonad’s column is des- 
perate. In a. letter to a friend, Dr 
Dremond’s says: ‘‘It is not au revoir, 
but adieu.” ! 
Another officer wrote, giving his 
friends last instructions, regarding the 
disposition of his affairs. He says 
that unless a miracle happens he con- 
siders himself lost. 
Naval Contingent for Coronation 
Ottawa.—The naval branch has de- 
cided to send a Canadian naval con- 
tingent, consisting of 35 petty officers 
and men, and three officers, to attend 
the coronation of King George. All 
the contingent but two officers and 
one petty officer will be Canadian 
naval recruits, now under training on 
Canadian training ships. 


Missionaries for West 
London.—A party of young mission- 
aries, sent out by the Colonial Conti- 
nental Church society, sailed from 
Liverpool recently for Canada, The 
majority of them will find spheres of 
missionary labor among the sett! rs of 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. This 
party is the first of several to be sent 

out this spring and summer.

Start Work on Peace River Line 

Edmonton. — Actual construction 
work has been started on the long 
looked for railway’ to Peace River 
from here.

ing out the stakes for the right of way 
and outfits will be grading shortly,. 

The line branches off from the main 
line at Onaway and runs northwest, 
crossing the Athabasca 30 miles west 
of the mouth of the McLeod, thence 
northwest to Dunvegan on the Peace 
River, eventually to be extended 
through Pine Pass to the Pacific.

Such is 
the announcement of the immigration 
department which states this is irre- 
spective of money entering Canada by 
North Portal and at Manitoba ports 
of entry where 3,548 settlers with 512 
cars of effects, valued at $750,000, are 
recorded,

London.—The colonial office has re- 
quested the earl marshall to inform it 
on coronation day the exact minute 
the crown is being placed on the 
King’s head. The news will be then 
flashed to every part of the empire. 


Winter Wheat in Manitoba

;Samaria, ‘Salvation is of the Jews” 
| (John vi. 12). Putting the two togeth- 
ed we have the great truth that salva- 
|tion is of the Lord through the Jews. 
| This is and will be seen to be true of 
all individuals ‘and also of nations 
All the redeemed in heaven and on 
jearth owe their redemption to the 
| blood of a Jew, and the nations as 
such will not be saved till the glory of 
the Lord is risen upon Israel. Then 
| they shall come to her light and kings 
|to the brightness of her rising (Isa. 
Ix, 1-3: Ixii, 1-3; xxvii, 6; Jer. iii, 17; 
Zech. ii, 10-12). 

We have in our lesson the only in- 
|stanee, as far as I know, of a whole 
city penitent. But when Israel shall 
have had her resurrection from the 
{dead and a nation of Pauls shall go 
forth into all the world witnessing as 
He did in the power of the Spirit, 
knowing all languages and having all 
wealth at their command, whole na- 
tions shall turn to the Lord in true 
penitence and ‘All kings shall fall 
down before Him,. all nations shall 
serve Him” (Ps. Ixxii, 11). 

The Lord Jesus spoke of the experi- 
ence of Jonah is the belly of the fish, 
his preaching and the repentance of 
Nineveh, and those who question the 
truth of the story of Jonah question 
the veracity of Jesus Christ. It is the 
work of the devil to question the word 
of God or the love of God (Mat. xii, 
| 39-41; xvi, 4; Gen. iii, 1-5). 
| Could there be a more vivid picture 
lof the churches’ indifference to the 
/eommand of Christ in our Golden 
Text than that of Jonah on this ship? 
The only man who knew the true God 
is fast asleep, while the heathen sail- 
ors are diligently calling upon their 
gods. They only found out who he 
was and why he. was there by ques- 
tioning him. 

In a certain place we _ read that 
Jesus could not be hid (Mark vii, 24), 
but some who bear the name of Chris- 
tian seem’ to hide Him quite success- 
fully. Contrast TI. Cor. iv, 11; ii, 
14).. Think of Samson and his fatal 
sleep, Peter, James and John selec 
in the presence of great privilege an 
also of great suffering and consider if 
you need the question of chapter I, & 
and if so what will your answer. be? 
As to the great fish prepared by the 
Lord to take care of Jonah I often: 
wonder why people have been so long 
looking for fishes of the same kind, 
for the record does not say that the 
Lord made two hey fishes to propa- 
gate the species, but that He prepared 
a great fish. 

For aught we know the fish may 
have died when it finished it ministry 
to Jonah; as probably did the little 
fish that brought the coin to Simon 
Peter. The winds of i, 4; iv, 8, were 
special winds for the occasion, as were 
also the gourd and the worm of iv, 6, 
\7, special preparations for special 
ministry. I have long rejoiced in the 
truth of Eph. ii, 10, and firmly be- 
lieve that all the good works of all the 
Lord’s people are prepared’ beforehand 
for them to walk in. It is helpful to 
say concerning all things, pleasant or 
unpleasant, “prepared for me by in- 
finite love.” 

With all Jonah’s peculiarities he 
seems to have been a man full of the 
word of God, for his prayer in ¢ha 
‘ter ji is almost whollv Scripture. a 
| the margin of my Bible I note in his 
|prayer nine quotations from or refer- 
ences to the Psalms, besides some 
‘from other parts of Scripture. When 
|he did finally stert for Nineveh the 
word of the Lord to him was, “Preach 
unto it the preaching that I bid thee’ 
| (iii, 2). Compare Jer. i, 7; Ezek. ii, 
17: iii, IL; 11 Tim, iv, 2: Acts viii, 4, 
25. and note that our Lord Himself 
said only what the Father told Him 
to say (lohn xii, 19; xiv, 10; viii, 28). 

It would be a great thing and great- 
ly to the glory of God and the good of 
both speakers and hearers if all 
preachers and teachers would prove 
themselves to be ‘‘the’ Lord’s messen- 
gers in the Lord’s message unto. the 
people” (Hag. i, 13). All such might 
rest assured that His word, would al- 
ways accomplish His pleasure and 
never return to Him void (Isa. lv). 

Jonah was like a man alive from 
the dead, and His message was the 
Lord’s and not his own, and the peo- 
|ple of Nineveh believed God (iii, 5) 
and turned from their evil ways unto 
God, and God saw it and did not 
bring the threatened evil upon them 
‘It would have pleased Jonah better if 
| God had destroyed Nineveh, And be- 
cause he knew that God was gracious 
and migbt have mercy upon them if 
they repented he refused at first to 
obey (iv, 1-3). 

Concerning God’s repentings men- 
tioned in ehapter iii, 10, and in so 
many other places in Scripture we 
must remember that God cannot and 
never does change His mind about 
anything. for He knew a 
from he beginning (Acts xv, 18), but 
He does change His mode of pro- 
cedure, and as God always knew that 
He would just at that place in his- 
tory and in that way.

MAKING A TAXI-DRIVER. 


How London Trains Ite Cabbies Who 
Turn Chauffeur. 


No good purpose would be served 
by raising anew the question of the 
relative supply of taxi-cub drivers 
and taxi-cabs. In the view of the 
taxi-cab proprietor, of course, there 
nevér will be an adequate number of 
skilled drivers available; but t 
known facts of the situation § give 
strong probability to the reply that, 
due allowance being made for the 
large percéntage of taxi-cabs always 
in the garages for one reason or an- 
other, thefe is (says The Westminster 
Gazette) no difficulty in placing the 
available motor-cabs on the streets 
of London through lack of qualified 
drivers 

Be the supply of drivers plentiful 
or scarce, however, a state of things 
is often irvolvel in the making of 
them which is too little known to the 
users of the comfortable and conveni- 
ent motor-cab, The number of. vehi- 
cles of this description plying for 
hire in the London streets by per- 
mission of Scotland Yard is new well 
over 6,000; and for the privilege of 
sharing in the work of controlling

them there are something like 400 |.

tion with the various garages. It is 
safe to say that Scotland Yard is 
called upon to test the skill of at 
least 150 applicants for drivers’ li- 
censes every week; and the first 
glimpse of the state of things. we 
pink of is secured when it is re- 
membered that as many as: 90 per 
cent. of these men’ fzil to pass te 
test on the first trial. . 
Last year the test of ability “to 
drive a motor-cab was applied 
6.110 applicants for licenses, and, 4 
this number’: 3.777. satisfied the re. 

By a con- 
cession to the horse-cab driver, he 
is allowed six “tests before’ being 
finally turned away as a_helplese 
case, but men who. are new to. the 
business must prove, their efficiency 
as motor-cab drivers within the limit 
of four trials. : 
When a cab-driver of the fast-dis- 
appearing horsed ‘type has at last 
made up his mind to qualify for a 
seat behind the wheel of a motor-cab, 
he may secure a “permit” from Scot- 
land Yard tv commence the training 
process, always provided that he be 
a man of good character and under 
fifty years of age. On_ presentation 
at one of the garages the applicant 
is medically examined prior to being 
placed under one of the instructors. 
After passing this preliminary test, 
the learner begins work in earnest by 
appearing each day at the garage 
between nine and ten o’clock in the 
morning in order to be taken out by 
the instructor with two or three, other 
novices. BA an 
“You can come back to the garave 
for dinner,” said ‘a taxi-cab driver 
who has now surmounted all the 
difficulties of ‘the learner, 
usuaily consists of bread and cheese;

SOME GOOD YARNS. 


Reminiscences of Admiral Montagu 
Concerning Royalty. 


Admiral the Hon. Victor Montagu, 
C.B., tells, in his reminiscences just 
published, some good stories of sport 
at home and abroad. A sailor of the 
old school—he served in the Crimean 
War and helped to blockade Sebasto- 
pol—he has been famous in the social 
world as one of the most distinguished 
and enthusiastic members of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron. Admiral Mon- 
tagu has had the friendship of several 
kings, and among the best of his 
friends was King Edward, the present 
King, and the German Emperor. His 
genial anecdotes about them have 
more than a literary interest. It was 
at Cowes that*he was on closest terms 
with these monarchs, 
though King Edward had been friends 
with him since boyhood. 

He tel!s an amusing story of how he 
was commanded to dine with Queen 
Victoria, at Osborne, one evening at 
8.30, and immediately afterwards re- 
ceived a huge envelope with a mas- 
sive seal from the Hohenzollern, com- 
manding him to dine with the Kaiser 
atthe same hour. He goes on: 

Reader, pat yourself into my flan- 
nels and jersey for a moment—tired, 
covered with salt water, a humble 
creature, a mere nobody, embarrassed 
with double honors and ot having the 
slightest idea which command I was 
to obey on such a momentous occa- 
sion! : 

He signalled frantically to the royal 
yacht, for. thie’ Prince of Wales’ advice 
in this dilemma, but the Prince (af- 
terwards King Edward) did not re- 
turn to his yacht until 7.30. What 
made the dilemma worse was that one 
costume was needed for dinner with 
the German Emperor and another for 
the Queen. When the prince answer- 
ed the signals his advice was to obey 
Queen Victoria first’ and proceed 
afterwards to the Kaiser. The Ad- 
miral rushed into tights and long 
stockings, and drove madly to Os- 
borne.’

INEXPENSIVE HOTHOUSE. 


Practical Structure For the Farm or 
Suburban Residence. 

All farmers and their families, as 
well as people who live in the sub- 
urbs, are interested in hothonses. The 
illustrations in this article are nearly 
self explaining, the ‘principal feature 
being the heating system. The cut 
showing the exposed framework also 
shows two trenches excavated the en- 
tire length of the house. These 
trenches are walled with stone, brick 
or portland cement concrete. ‘The 
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FRAMEWORK FOR HOTHOUSE. 


front end, however, must be made of 
brick and also covered with brick at 
least eight feet from the outer end. 
The inside dimensions are about 12 by 
14 inches. A tight fitting iron door is 
bricked in and the remaining portion 
of the trench finished with stone or 
Thin stone may be used to 
cover the. top, or cement slabs .may be 
molded. <A galvanized iron or. brick 
smoke flue is built at the: rear end 
and niust be provided With a good, 
tight damper. The doors may be se 
cured of any foundry and are not at 
all expensive. The furnace and smoke 
flue must be as near air tight as possi- 
ble, and no trouble will be found in 
holding the heat at almost any tem- 
perature between 70 and 103 degrees. 
A stick of cord wood placed on a live 
bed of coals will hold the heat at 100 
for twelve hours or more, 

For a hothouse fifteen to eighteen 
feet wide two of these furnaces: are 
used, and the fire doors may be outside 
or have a roof oyer them, as suits 
your fancy. Compared to steam or 
hot water heat, the cost to install this 
system ‘is, very’ small, and the expense 
to operate will be still smaller. The 
south, east and ‘west sides and ends 
are of glass. The north side is board- 
ed up and down with boxing or stock 
boards, these covered with two or three 
layers of tar building paper) and the 


.paper in turn covered. with drop, sid- 
| ing. The gable ends are finished in 


the same manner, The north ends, 
also the gables, bave several nail ties 
for the boxing not shown in the draw- 


ing. 

"The posts for this structure are of 
4 by 4 and about six feet at the low 
side and seven and a half to eight feet 
at the highest point. The posts are 
sixteen feet on centers and well 
braced, as shown. 

Regular hotbed and storm sash are 
used for the sides and roof, as they 
may be secured ready glazed for less 
than a carpenter can make the open 
sash. As shown on the roof, the 
sashes are placed as shingles are 
laid; and all are fastened to the tim 
bers with heavy screws, but each al- 
ternate sash of the top section is hung 
on hinges and arranged to be held 
open with long iron hooks. The sashes 
on the ends and sides are‘also hung on 
hinges, and each alternate sash opens 
out at the bottom. The cracks be- 
tween the sashes are covered with 
0. G. battons, and a small one-quarter 


inch groove, cut three-eighths of an 
inch from the edges of sash, catches 
any water that may blow under the 
battens, and the same is carried down 
on the lower sash. It is needless to 
say that this house should have a 
good foundation and all woodwork 
kept well painted. Curtains must be 
so arranged under the glass that the 
operator may at will exclude the sun’s 
rays. If not so arranged the tender 
vegetables are very likely to be burned 
up. 


Kerosene Emulsion. 

To make kerosene emulsion boll one- 
half pound soap in one gallon of wa- 
ter and when boiling add two gallons 
of kerosene. Remove from the fire 
and churn vigorously for ten minutes, 
using for the purpose a hand force 
pump, or for small lots shake the ma- 
terial together in a pail or can. When 
the emulsion bas a milky appearance 
cool it and add from ten to fifteen gal- 
lons of water. For the scale the 
preparation should be used with not 
over ten gallons of water to the quan- 
tity stated.
